When r found that: my pardon was 
to be. bought- with the facrifice. of my 
honour, I had the virtue not to hefi- 
tate. I fpurned at the propofal, and 
left my dear native London with a. 
heart full of grief, that my faireft 
hopes were blafled^, of humiliation, 
that I had: given an eafy faith to the 
ppomifes of a minifter and a courtier, 
and of aftonifhment' that a noblemanr 
of parts and difcernment could' con- 
tinue in an- infatuationj • from which 
the condufl: of lord Chatham had re- 
covered every other man in the na- 
tion. , He was indeed long thefavour- 
ite charafter of our countrymen* Eve- 
ry tongue was wanton in his praife; 
The whole people lavifhedonhim their 
choiceft favours, and t endeavoured by 
the, noblefl; means, , by. an i.unbounded& 
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generofity and confidence, to have 
kc|)t him virtuous. With what an- 
gui£h v^ere we at hSi undeceived! 
How much it coft ms to give up a 
man, who had fo long entirely kept 
pofleifion of our hearts ! How cruel 
was theilruggle! But alas! haw is he, 
changed? how falkn? from what 
height fallen ? His gloxious iun is fet^ 
I believe never to rile again* 

We long hoped, my lord, that 
public virtue^ was Jthe guide of his 
adtions, and the lave of our country, 
his ruling paflion, hut he has fully 
fhewn omnis vis virtuf^ue in lingua ^ta 
eft. Our hearts glowed with gratitude 
for the important ferric^es he had 
done againil the^conpfmon enemy, and 
the voice of the nation nailed him^ 
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out deliverer; but private ambitioff 
was all the while ikulking behind the 
fhield of the patriot, and at length in 
an evit hour matde him quit the fcene 
of all his glory, the only . placei in 
which he could be truly ufeful, for 
a retreat, where he knew it was im- 
poffible the confidence of the people 
could follow, but where He might in 
inglorious eafc bear his blushing 
honours thick upon him^

apply to another. I might be tempted 
to think it a duty of office in the firfl: 
lord of the t^eafury to have fubmitted 
to his majefty a petition relative to 
the exercife of the noble ft ad of regal 
power, which any conftitution can 
give any fovereign. Surely, my lord, 
my application to the firft commif- 
fioncr of the treafury, who is always 
confidered as the firft minifter in 
England, was the very proper applica- 
tion. As I had made no difcovery of 
any new wonderful pill or drop, nor 
pretended to the fecret of curing the 
^out or the tooth-ach, I never thought 
of foliciting Lord Chatham for a privy 
feaL His lordfhip's office was neither 
important, nor refponfible. 1 will 
not however enlarge on this, but I 
fliall defire your grace's permiffioa 
fully to ftate what has happened to 
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me Z9^ a private gentleman: relative to 
lord Ckatham^ becaufe I would not 
leave a doubt concerning tkc propri- 
ety of my Gondua, i» a mind natu- ' 
rally fo candid, and fb capable of 
judging truly, as that of the duke of 
Grafton. 

I believe that the flinty heart of 
L — C has known the fweets of 

private friendfliip, and the fine feel- 
ings of humanity, as little^ as even 
■ '. They are both formed 

to be admired, not beloved. A proud, 
infolent, overbearing, ambitious man, 
is always full of the ideas of his own 
importance, and vainly imagines him.- 
felf fuperior to the equality neceflfary 
among real friends, in alt the mo- 
ments of true enjoyment. Friendfhip 
is l;oo pure a pleafure for a mind can*- 
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kefed with ambition,, or the luft of 
power and grandeur. Lord Chatham 
declared in parliament the ftrongeil 
attachment to lord Temple, one of the 
greateft charaders our country" could 
ever boaft, and laid, Ije ivould live and 
die with his noble brother. He has 
received obligations of the firft mag- 
nitude from that noble bi'Oih'cr, yet 
what trace of gratitude err of friend- 
(hip was ever found in any part of his 
condufl: ? And has he not now de- 
clared the moft op«n variance, and 
even hoftility ? I have liad as warm 
and'exprefs declarations of regard' as 
could be made by this marble-heart- 
ed friend, and Mr. Pitt had no doubt 
his views in even feeding me with 
flattery from time to time ; on occa- 
fions too where cando ir and indul- 
gence were all T could claim. He 
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jiiay remember the compliments he 
paid tne on two certain poems in the 
year 1754. If I were to take the de- 
clarations made by himfelf and the 
late Mr. Potter a la lettre, they were 
more charmed with thofe verfcs after 
the ninety-ninth reading than after 
the firft ; lb that from this circum- 
flarice, as well as a few of his fpeech- 
es in parliament, it feems to be like- 
wife true pf the firft orator, or rather 
the firft comedian, of our age, mn 
difplicuijfe iu.jocos^ fednon contigtjje* 

I will now fubmit to your grace, \i 
there was not fomething peculiarly 
bafe and perfidious in Mr. — 's call- 
ing me a blafpbemer of my God frr 
thofe very verfes, at a time, when I 
was abfent, and dangeroufly ill from 
an affair of honour. The charge W 
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he knew was falfe, for the whole ri-^ 
dicule of thofe two pieces was con- 
fined to certain myfteries, which for-» 
merly the unplaced and unpenfwned Mr. \ 
P — did not think himfelf obliged, 
even to aiFe(fl to believe. He added 
another charge equally unjuft, that I 
was the Ubellir of my king^ though he 
was fefifible that I never wrote a fingle 
line difrcfp^ftful to the facred perfon / 
of my fovereigp, but had only attack- 
ed the^iefpotifia of-his miuiftcrs, with 
' the fpirit becoming a gfeod fubje<ft^ 
and zealous friend of his country. 
The reafon jof this perfidy was plain. 
He was then beginning to pay homage 
to the Scottijb Idol, and I was the 
moft acceptable facrifice he could of- 
fer at the flirine of Bute. Hiftory 
fcarc^ly gives fo remarkable a change. 
He wa& a few years ago the mad^ 



fcditious tribune. of the people, in- 
fulling his forercign even in his capi- 
tal City, now he is the abjeft, crouch- 
ing deputy of the proud Scot, who he 
declared in p^vlhmtnt'wanudw^idom, 
and held principles incompatible ivitb 
freedom \ a mofl ridiculous character 
furely for aftatefman,. and the'fubje£t 
of a free kingdom, but the very pro- 
per cornpofition iov z favourite. Was 
it poflible for me after this to write a 

fuppliant letter to L-^ Ch ? I 

ajji the firft to pronounce myfelf nioft 
unworthy of a pardon, if I could have 
obtained it on thofe terms. . 

Although I declare, my lord, that 
the confcious pride of virtue makes 
me look down with contempt on a 
njan, who could be guilty of this bafe- 
Aefs, who could in the lobby declare 



that Im«A be fupported, and in the 
houfe on the fame day defert and re- 
vile me, ' yet I will on every occafion 
do juftice . to the minifter^ He has 
ferved the public in all tliofe points^^ 
where the good of the nation coin- 
cided with his own private Views; and 
xn.no oAer, I venerate the memory 
of the fceretajry, and I think it an 
honour to myielf that I fteadily fup- 
pojrted m parliament aii adin in i ft ra- 
tion, the moft f«cccfsful we ever had», 
and. which carried the glory of the 
goation to the higheft pitch in every 
yart of Jthe. wipfrid* He found hia 
Poiintry almogft in dffpair. He raifcd. 
the i»bfe fpirit of Englandj^ and 
^ktaioed e^ery nerve agaiuft our epie* 
mba* Ito i^ns,. when in power, 
were aiwfl^ gi^at, . though ia dired 
cppofition. to the declarationa of hi$

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whole life, wlien out of power. The 
invincible bravery of the Britifh troops 
gave fuccefs cvenv to the moft rafli, 
the moft extravagant, the moft defpe- 
rate of his projeds. He faw early 
the hoftile intentions of Spain, and if 
the ivritten advice htid been followed, 
a very few weeks had then probably 
clofed the laft general war; although 
the merit of that advice was more the 
merit of his noble brother ^ - than his 
own. After the omnipotence of lord 
Bute in 1761 had forced Mr. Pitt to 
retire from his majefty's councils, and 
the caufe was declared by himfelf to 
be our condudt relative to Spain, I 
had the happinefs of fetting that affair 
ia fo clear and advantageous a ligjit, 
that he expt^eiSed'the mo^ entire fatis* 
fadticn, and pairticuhr obligations to 
my fricndfhip. I da not however 
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' make this a claim -of* merit to Mr. 
Pitt. It was my duty, from the pe- 
culi^, advantages of information I 
theii had. 

* The conftitution of our country has, 
no obligations to him. He has left it 
with all its beauties, and all its ble- 
miflies. He never once appeared in 
earneft about any queftion of liberty^. 
He was the canfe that in 1764 no 

•point was gained for the public in the 
two great queftions of gknekal 
WARRANTS, and the seizure op 
P A P js R s • The eurfed remains of the 
court of Star-chamber, the enormous 
power of the attorney-general, the fole 
great judicial officer of the crown, 
who is durante :kene placko^ and not 
upon oath, who tramples on grand 

juries, and breaks- dow» the-firft, the 
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foremoft barriers of liberty, con- 
linued during his adminiflratioa the 
fame as before. Every griei^ance, 
which was not rooted out by the glo- 
rious revolution, and the latter ftrug- 
gks of our patriots,, itill fubfifts in 
full force, notwithftanding the abfo- 
lute poMTer he exercifed far fevcf al 
years over every department of the 
fbte. But I have done with i— 
C; " .- ■■> I leave him tp the poor con- 
folation of a place, a peafion,. and a 
peerage, for which he has fold the 
confidence of » great nation* Pity 
ihall &ad and weep over him. 

I am HOW, my lord, once more 
driven fro^i t^i^^Romanf^ *o thegay^ 
the polite ^tUmi^m, hu JJhftllen^ 
vdeavour to convince youiirgrafe. that 
I ana not totally Joft to my country 
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nor to myfelf, in this fcenc of elegant 
diflipation, and that I <le>not wafle 
the time in unavailing conriplaints of 
my hard fate, and the ingratitude i^- 
thofe I have ferved with fuccefs, for I 
fhall very foon beg tq call the public 
attention to fome points of national' 
importance, and in the mean time I 
fliall embrace this opportunity of do- 
ing myfelf juftice a^inft the calum- 
nies, which a reftlefs fa<3:ion does 
not ceafe to propagate. 

The affair of the general war*-. 
RA-NT, and the habeas corpus, is, 
told very unfaithfully, and almoft 
every particular, relative to my being 
made a prifoner, and fent to the 
Tower on the 30th of April 1763, 
has been injurioufly mifreprefented in 
feveral late publications, I (hall there-? 
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fore ftate thQKtciLiifa(a:ions of that me- 
morable d^y^Und I may appeal to the 
minutes taken at the time for the ac- 
curacy of this relation. 

On my return frpm the city early 
in the morning, I met at the er»d pf 
Great George-ilrcef one of tl)ic king's 
m€0enger$. He told me that h% had 
a warrant to . apprehend me, which 
he muft execute immediately, a»d (hjitt: 
J muft attend hu» to locd Dalifax^fi. 
I defired to fee the warrant. He faid 
it was agmnft the autS^r^j printers^ and 
publ^ers ^ tbeNorth-Britiin^ No. 45^ 
and that his verbal orders were to ar- 
reft Mr. Wilkes. I told him th« war^ 
rant did not refped me : I adviftjd him 
to be yery civil, and to ufe no vio- 
lence in the ftreet, for if he attempt- 
ed forcCj r would put him to death 
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in the inftant^ but if he would come 
quietly to my houfc, I would convince 
him of the illegality of the war rarity 
and the injnftice of the orders he had 
received. He chofe to accompany me 
nome, and then produced the G£iVE- 
RAL warrant:. I declared that 
fuch a warrant was abfolutely illegal 
^nd void in itfelf, that it was a ridi- 
culous warrant againft the whole En- 
gli{h nation, and I aflced why he 
would ferve it on me, rather than 
on the lord chancellor, on either of 
the fecretarics, on lord Bute, or lord 
Corke, my next door neighbour. The 
anfwer was, lam to arrefi Mr. Wilkes. 
About an hour afterwards two othei* 
meflcngers arrived, and feveral of 
their affiftants. They all endeavoured 
in vain to perfuade me to accompany 
them to lord Halifax's. I had like- 
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wife many civil msflages from his 
lord (hip to defire my attendance. My 
only anfwer was, that I had not the 
honour of vifiting his lordfliip, and 
this firft application was rather rude 
and ungentleman-like. 

While fome of the meflengers and 
their affiftants were with me, Mr. 
Churchill came into the room. I had 
heard that their verbal oritvs were 
like wife to apprehend him, but I fuf- 
pefted they did not know his perfon, 
and by prefence of mind I had the 
happinefs of faving my friend. As 
foon as -Mr. Churchill entered the 
room, I aceofted him. Good morrow, 
Mr. Tbontfon. How does Mrs. Tbomfon 
do to-day ? Doesjhe dine in the coun- 
try ? Mr, Churchill thanked me, faid 
fhe then waited for him, that he only 



^ame for a moment to afk me how I 
<lid, and almoft direftly took his leave. 
He went home immediately, fecured 
all [his papers, ahd retired into the 
country. The meflcngers could never 
get intelligence where he was. The 
following week he came to town, and 
was prefent both the days of hearing 
at the court of Common Pleas, 

The whole morning pafled in mef- ] 
fages between lord Halifax and me. 
The bufinefs of the meflengers being 
foon publickly known, feveral of* my 
friends came to me on fo extraordi- 
nary an event. I defired two or three 
of them to go to the court of Com* 
MON Pleas, to make affidavit of my 
being made a prifoner in my own 
houfe under an illegal warrantf and 
to demand a Habeas Corpus, The 
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chief Jufticc gave orders that it fliould 
iifue immediately. 

A conftable came afterwards with 
feveral affiftants to the meflengers. I 
repeatedly infifted on their all leaving 
me, and declared I would not fuflFer 
any one of them to continue in the 
room againft my confent, for I knew 
and would fupport the rights of an 
Engiifhmanin thefanftuary of his own 
houfe. I was then threatened with im- 
mediate violence, and a regiment of 
the guards, if necellary. I foon found 
all refiftance would be vain. The 
conftable demanded my fword, and 
infifted on my immediately attending 
the meflengers to lord Halifax's. I 
replied, that if they were not aflaflins, 
they fhould firft give me their names 
in writing. They complied with 
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this, and thirteen fet their hands ta 
the paper. I then got into my own 
chair, and proceeded to lord Halifax's, 
guarded by the meflengers and their 
af&flaats. 

I was condudted into a great apart- 
ment fronting the park, where lord 
Halifax and lord Egremont, the two 
fecretaries of ftate, were fitting at a 
table covered with paper, pens and 
ink. The under-fecretaries flood near 
their lordfhips. Mr, Lovel Stanhope 
the law clerk, and Mr. Philip Carteret 
Webb, the fplicitor of the treafury^ 
were the only perfons befides who 
attended. Lord Egremont received 
me with a fupercilioys, infolent air ; . 
lord Halifax with great politencfs. 
I was defired to take the chair near 
their Jordfhips, which I did. Lord 
Cz 



28 

Halifax then began, that be was really 
concerned that he had been necejjitated to 
proceed in that manner againji me, that 
it was exceedingly to be regretted that 
a gentleman of my rank and abilities 
could engage againji his king and his 
majejiys government. I replied, that bis 
lordjhip could not be more mijiakenp for 
the king had not afubjeSl more zealou/ly 
attached to his perfoti and government 
than my/elf, that I bad all my life been 
a warm friend of the boufe of Brunf-^ 
wick 9 and the protejiant fuccefsion^ that 
while I made the trueji prof ejfions of duty 
to the kingt I was equally free to declare 
in the fame moment ^ that I believed n(t 
prince had ever the misfortune of being 
ferved by fuch ignorant ^ infolent^ and 
defpotic minijiers^ of which my being 
there was a frejhy glaring proof for I 
was brought before their lordjhips by 
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force^ under a GEt^ERAL Warrant^ 
ivbicb named no body^ in violation of the 
iaivs of my country j and of the privi- 
leges of parliament -y that I beg d both 
their lordjhips to remember my prefent 
declaration f that on the very firjl day 
of the enfuing fejjion of parliament ^ I 
ivouldjiand up in my place and impeach 
them for the outrage they had committed^ 
ih my perfon againft the liberties of the 
people. Lord Halifax anfwere(H that 
nothing had been done but by the advice 
of the bejl lawyers y and that it was now 
his duty to examine me. He had in his 
hand a long lift of queftions, regularly 
numbered. He began, Mr Wilkes dn 
you know Mr. Kearjly? when did yon 
fee him ? &c.. &c. I replied> t/Jat I 
fifpeSled there was a vain hope my an-- 
fwer would tend rather- to what hik 
hrdjhip wijhed to know;, that he feemed^ 
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to he loji in a darky and intricate path, 
and really wanted much light to guide 
him thro /V, hut that I could ajfure his 
lordjhip not a Jingle rayjhould come from 
me. Lord Halifax returned to the 
charge, Mr Wilkes do you know Mr 
Kearjly? &c. &c. Ifaid, that this was 
a curiojity on his lordjhip' s party which 
however laudable in the Jeer etaryy I did 
not Jind myjelf dijpofed to gratify ^ and 
that at the end of my examination all 
the Quires of paper on their lordjhips 
table Jhould be as milk white as at the 
beginning. Lord Halifax then defred 
to remind me of my being their prifoner^ 
and of their right to examine me* I an- 
fwered, that I Jhould imagine their 
lordjhips time was too precious to be 
trijled away, in that manner ^ that they 
/night have Jeen before I would never 
Jay one word^hey defired to know^ and 
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I added. Indeed, my lords, I am not 
made of fuchjlighty fiimfy fiuffy then,, 
turning to lard Egremont, I faid,. 
could you employ tortures, I would never 
utter a word unbecoming my honour,, 
or affeSllng the f acred confidence qf any 

friend. God has given mefirmnefs and 

fidelity. Tou trifle away your time moft 
egregiouflyy my lords. Lord Halifax 
then advifed me, to weigh well the con-- 

fequences of my conduSi, and the advan^ 
tages to my f elf of a generous, frank con^ 

fejjion, I lamented the proflitution of the 
word. Generous, to what I Jhould 

€onflder as an aSt of the utmofl treachery, 
cowardice and wickednefs. His lord- 
ihip then afked me, if I chofe to be 

prifoner in niy,own houfe, at the Tower, 
or in Newgate, for be was difpofed to 
oblige me. 1 gave his lordfhip my 

shanks, but, Ideflred to remark, that 
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/ never received an obligation^ but from 
a friend^ that I demanded jujiice, and my 
immediate liberty ^ as an englijhman^ who 
had not offended the laws of his country ; 
that as to the refiy it was beneath my 
attention^ the odious idea of rejlraint 
was the fame odious idea every where y 
that I would go where I pleqfedy and if L 
was refrained by afuperiorforccy Imuf 
yield to the violence y but would never 
give colour to it by a Jhameful compro^ 
mife ; that every thing wasindifferent to 
me in comparifon of my honour and li- 
berty ; that I made my appeal to the 
laws ; and had already by my friends 
applied, to the Court of Common 
Pleas for the Habeas Corpus, 
which the chief fuftice had aSlually or- 
dered to be iffuedy and that I hoped to 
owe my difcharge folely to my innocence, 
, qnd tQ; the vigour of the law in. a free 
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country. Lord Halifax then told me, 
tJbat IJhould befent to the TCowery where 
IJhouldbe ^treated in a manner fuit able 
to my ranky and that he hoped the mef- 
fengers had behaved well to me. I ac- 
knowledged that they had behaved 
with humanity y and even civility to me^ 
notwithjianding the ruffian orders given 
them by bis lordjhifs colleague. I then 
turned again to lord Egremont, and 
faid, .2T?i/r lordjhip^s verbal qrders were 
to drag me out of my bed at midnight., 
^hejirfi man^ who had entered my bed 
chamber by force, I (hould have laid 
dead on the fpot. Probably I Jhould' 
have fallen in the Jkirmijh with the 
others. I thank Gody not your lord^ 
Jhipy thatfuch afcene of blood has been 
avoided. Tour lordjhip is very ready to 
iffue orders J which you have neither 
courage tojign, nor I believe to juftify\ 
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No reply was made to this. The con- 
verfation dropped. Lord Halifax re- 
tired into another apartment. Lord 
Egremont continued fallen and filent 
about a quarter of an hour. I then 
made a few remarka on fome capital 
pidures, which were in the room, 
and his iordfhip left me alone. 

I was afterwards conduced into 
another apartment. I found there 
feveraLof my friends, in argument 
with^the moft infamous of all the 
tpBls of that adminiftration Mr. P— 
^/ C — . He confirmed to me, 

that I was to be carried to the Tower, 
and wijhed to know if I had any favours 
to afk. I replied, that I was ufed to 
confer y not to receive favour Sy , that I 
was fuperior to the receiving any even 
from his Mafiers^ that all I would fay 
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t3 bimwaSf if my valet de chambre was 
allowed to attend me in the Toiver, I 
jhould bejhaved and have a clean flirty 
if he was not^ I jhould have a long 
beards and dirty linnen^ Mr. W— 
faid, that orders would be given for his 
admijfion at the "Tower. I complained 
of the fhameful evafion of the Habeas 
Corpus in fending me to the Tower, 
though the orders of the chief jujiice 
Pratt were known. Mr W — made 
no reply to this. He came to vifit me 
at the Tower in the beginning of my 
imprifonment, when I had not the 
permiffion to fee any friend. I defired 
him almoft at his firft entrance to take 
his leave /(9r if 1 was not allowed to fee 
thofe I loved ^ I would not fee thofe I 
defpifed. 



While I continued in the Tower, 
1 was preiTed to offer bail in order to 
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regain my liberty, and two of the firft 
nobility defired tb be my fccurities in 
the fum of ^. 100,000 each. I was 
exceedingly grateful for the offer, but 
would not accept it. I obferved, that 
neither my health nor my fpirits were 
affedted, that I would by great tem- 
perance and abftinence endeavour to 
compenfate the want of air and exer- 
cife, but if my health fuffered in a 
dangerous way, I would then accept 
fuch generous offers, for I hoped to 
live that fo noble a caufe might be 
brought to a glorious iffue for the li- 
berties of my country. From the 
beginning of this arduous bufinefs, I 
would not on any occafion give bail, 
by which I never involved any friend, 
and remained the pcrfedt mafler of 
my own conduct.

The laft calumny, my lord, which 
I fhall difprove, refpecfts the aftions 
at law againft lord Halifax* It ia 
faid that I have negledted, 5r pur- 
pofely difcontinued them, fince my^ 
exile. The imputation is totally 
groundlefs. I was fo ill at Paris in the 
beginning of the year 1764, that it 
was impoffible for me then to retui^n 
to England alive, but I gave- the mofl: 
exprefs orders that the law proceedr 
ings^fliould be carried on with vigour, 
and in fadt there was not a moment's 
delay. When my wound began to 
heal in the fpring, I was diffuade^

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by all my frielwJs from returmng to 
a country, where the fame adminif^ 
tration, which had illegally fei^sed my 
perfon, plundered my houfe, and cor- 
rupted the fidelity of my fervant«, 
were ftill in full power. I yielded to 
thefe reafons, becaufe propter eorum 
fcetus^' nihil mihi intra meos parktes 
tutuntj nihil injidiis vacuum vid^rem. 
Lord Halifax for near two years avail- 
ed himfelf of every advantage, which 
privilege and the chicane of law could 
furnifli. He never entered any ap- 
pearance to a couii: of juftice, and 
the Common Pleas had, as far as 
they could, punifhed fuch an open 
•contempt, fuch a daring proof that 
Adminijiration would not fubmit t^ 
the law of the land, and had endea- 
voured to compel his lordftiip to ap- 
pear. Towards the end of 1764 I 
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was outlawed. The proceedings con- 
tinued againft his lordihip till that 
hour. He then appeared, and his 
iingle plea was, that as an outlaw^ I 
could not hold any a£tion« No other ^ 
defence was made ^ainfl the heinous 
charge of having in my per(ba violated 
the rights of the people. 

I felt this, my lord,. as the moft 
criad ftroke, which fortune had given 
me« Jufticc had at kngth overtaken 
many of the inferior criminals, but 
my out-lawry prevented my punifti- 
ing, the great, the capital offender, 
when jafter all his fubterfuges, he was 
almoft within my reach. I pleafe 
myfelf however with the reflexion 
that no minifter has fince dared to' 
ifTue a generai. warrant, nor to 
iign an order for th? seizure of 
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FAPERs. In the one the perfonal 
liberty of every fubjedt is immediately 
concerned. On the other may de- 
pend not only his own fafety and 
property, but what will come ftill 
more home to a man of honour, the 
fecurity,. the happipefs of thofe, with 
whom he is moft intimately conne<3> 
ed, their fortunes, their future views, 
perhaps fecrets, the difcovery of which 
would drive the coldell ftoic to de- 
fpair, their very exiftence pofEbly,, all 
that is important in the public walk 
of life, all that is dear and facred in 
friendfhip and in love. I was the laft 
. opprefled, but I was the Jirji man, 
who had the courage to carry through 
a juft refiftance to thefe afts of def- 
potifm. Now the opinions of our 
fovereign courts of juftice are known 
and eftablifhed, I rejoice that fevcral 
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odiers^ who Sobered before me, ba\^ 
jfitice made dieir appeal to the laws, 
and obtaixied redrefs« I hope the iron 
.rod of minii3:erial oppiieffioa is at 
I^igth 1m)ken, and that I am the kit 
vi&im of violeace and crueky^ I 
ib^llnot thesn segwt ail the iactifices 
I hanre made, and my mmd ihall £ball 
iufelf widi the recoiloSion in the 
unjufl: exile I am doomed to fuiFer 
from my friends and my native Imd. 

I will now, my lord, only add, 
however unfalhionable foch a decla- 
ration may be, that confiftency fhall 
ne\^r depart Ixom tny charafter, that 
to the laft moment I will preferve 
the fame fixed and unconquerable ha- 
^ed to the eniem»s of freedom and 
the conftitution of our happy ifland, 
the lame wartm attachment to the 
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friends and the caufe of liber ty^ that 
.1 keep a fteady and a longing eye on 
England, that my endeavours for the 
good and fervice of my country, by 
every method left me, fliall have a 
period only with my life, and that 
although I do not mean to lay any 
future claim to your grace's favour, I 
will take care to fccure your efteem*
